E are to purſue here, through another Volume, the Plants which have their Flower 

made of, one Petal ; by far the moſt extenſive of the Claſſes. The inſtructed 

Mind will go through it at eaſe, perceiving the ſame unbroken thread followed throughout ; 

and the young Botaniſt, led as it were by the hand, from ſtep to ſtep, of this immenſe 

gradation, while he ſees the parts diſtin, and can examine any one of them at pleaſure, 

ſeparate from the reſt, will not perceive the amazing whole ; which would at once 
iſh and confound him. 


IT is happy the progreſſion is, in this place, fo well marked, in a Syſtem which is merely 
artificial ; * tis an happineſs in which we claim little merit: Nature is but a ſecondary 
conſideration here; where tis the purpoſe, by plain diſtinctions, however artificial, to give 
a firſt and certain knowledge of the objects. 


In a ſucceeding part of this work, Nature, and Nature only, will be obſerved in the ar- 
rangements : for when we know all the Species juſtly, we ſhall know alſo what is the 
true place of each. Even here the diſcerning mind will ſee a thouſand traces of that 
Courſe ; which we are always happy to purſue, ſo long as this ſtrict method will admit ; 
and to ſet in the ſtrongeſt light before the eye together, 


Tux gradations of the Gourds and Berry-bearers of this Volume afford a ſingular in- 
ſtance : the former, marked by moſt diſtinguiſhed Characters; all Male and Female in ſe- 
arate Flowers, on the ſame Plant; all with connected filaments; and all with the 
Flower growing to the Cup ; deſcend by the moſt gradual ſteps, in two regular lines, to the 
Berry-bearers ; which have not one of all thoſe Characters. 


THtsE large fruited Plants ſucceeding thoſe which have Capſules of three Cells (but 
that is too remote a buſineſs here) we ſhall ſee before us, in the preſent Volume thus de- 
ſcending by equal ſteps, as is the courſe always in Nature, into thoſe with the ſmaller 
Fruit or Berry. 


Ix the Hair Flower, Balſam, Gourd and Cucumber repreſented in our Plates from 6 to 
14, beſide the three cells of the Fruit, appear invariably, the three before mentioned Cha- 
racters, 1. the Flowers are of two Sexes, 2. they adhere to the Cups, 3. their 
Antheræ unite. The Nutwort, Plate 15. follows; in which the firſt and ſecond Cha- 
racters hold perfectly; but the third begins to diſappear; the Antheræ cohering not all 
the way, but only at their tops. In the Blackweed of our 16th Plate, where the Fruit 
is almoſt a fair round Berry, though of three parts within, the Antherz ſtand ſeparate 
entirely, and the diſtinction of Sex is wholly wanting: but ſtill the Flower grows to the 
Cup, and marks, - what I could wiſh there were ſcope here to explain at large ; but what 
the truly philoſophic eye cannot fail to diſcern in ſome degree ; the firſt line of gradation. 
In our 18th and 19th Plate, the Bryonies, although the diſtinction of Sex remains, and 
the Cup continues to grow to the Flower, the filaments are perfectly diſtin, and the 
Fruit is a genuine and fair Berry. The gradation here is perfected in the ſecond line, and 
the whole multitude of Berry-bearers follow without a gap in Nature. What we can but 
allude to here by hints, concerning the natural method of 3 will have its place to be 
explained entirely; and, as we hope, will be the eaſier for theſe prior and occaſional notices.

* In the method by filaments, this Plant and the Palm-weed, for that alſo has two ſets 
of them, ought to conſtitute a new Claſs, to be called Pentadynamia ; or elſe the Didyna- 
mia and Tetradynamia ſhould be remanded back to their places, among the Tetrandria and 
Hexandria: but more of this work would be wanted than Reaſon could admit; eſpecially 
where all is too obſcure already. This is not faid to blame the great and excellent — 


(leaſt great, leaſt excellent in his method, ) but, with other things, to juſtify the eſtabliſhing 
a different Syſtem. 1

Tuis Plant reſembles extremely the Italian kind laſt mentioned: the difference is 
like that between the American and European Circza, Polemonium, and ſome others ; 
obvious to the eye, yet difficult to be characteriſed in terms. Not only the Ameri- 
can, the Siberian Plants have alſo this apparent difference, with true reſemblance ; the cor- 
rect Botaniſt ſhould attend carefully to theſe things: they will be beſt explained when we 
come to our natural method. 

NaTURE has often put the next of kin, in the moſt diſtant countries, and this not in 
Plants only. The Tobacco- pipe carth of the Ifle of Wight ſcarce differs from the medi- 
'cinal Terra Chia, more than theſe two from one another.

Soon after we left Plymouth, about the middle of laſt May, bound to Newfoundland, 
Thomas Drudge and John Griffiths, two Seamen belonging to the Antelope, were taken 
ill with violent Rhumatic pains 1n all their limbs ; => notwithſtanding every medicine 
that could be given them, they continued lame and confined to their hammocks without

ſtrength ſeemingly much exhauſted, having both been many years to Sea, without inter- 
miſſion. Among ſeveral other medicines given them for relief, I tried the Volatile Tinc= 
ture of Guajac, but without ſucceſs. At laſt a gentleman in the ſhip, to whom I had 
been telling the diſtreſs and deplorable caſe of my Patients, who had neither of them ſet 
toot upon deck, nor ſo much as able to raiſe themſelves from their beds to take food, with- 
out nes for more than three weeks, begged I would try a ſmall quantity of the Indian 
Tea, which was then in his cuſtody, for he had known it to have been often taken by the 
people in Newfoundland, in the like caſes, with good ſucceſs. As I had already employed 
all my art without the deſired effect, I thought there could be no harm in trying a thing 
ſo ſimple, which I accordingly did; I put about an ounce of the Leaves (of which I here 
ſend you) in a clean tea pot, and poured ſomething more than a pint of boiling water 
upon it. I let it draw about fifteen minutes, and then poured off a half-pint baſon to 
each, about ſeven o'clock in the morning they ſipped it very hot, and then were covered 
up as warm as poſſible: in half an hour after a gentle Diaphoreſes came on, which laſted 
almoſt till twelve o'clock at noon, when I ordered them a little portable broth with toaſted 
biſcuit, which they eat very greedily, being the firſt time they ſhewed any inclination to 
food of any ſort ſince they were at firſt taken ill.

It were well if it had anſwered all they ſaid 
of it ; or that it could be ſafely recommended. Children have periſhed often by its Berries ; 
and even {mall doſes of the Leaves have produced great and fad effects. It acts as Opium 
in an overdoſe, producing madneſs, which ends in death. From leſſer doſes we have ſeen a 
temporary blindneſs. Strong wine is recommended as an antidote, and by others vinegar ; 
but experience has given the greateſt credit to a vomit, which ſtops the frenzy, and car- 
ries off the other ſymptoms. About fix Berries eaten at once will deſtroy a man; much 
leſs a child. It is fingular that Geſner conſidering it as an opiate, made an extract of the 
juice of the Berries, and uſed it with ſucceſs as we do Laudanum ; but this is not a prac- 
tice to be recommended. We have been of late, in Germany and England, too fond of
